Very special thanks to LAA friend and 
neighbor, Steve Parent, of the Florence Griswold Museum, 
who donated a Sunday afternoon and his expertise to 
install the system. And many thanks to David Ward and 
Richard Christofferson, both Elected Artist members of 
the LAA, who hung Stokely’s beautifully framed, very 
heavy paintings in record time.
